Roxane Stafford was talking 
really, really fast, as if she could outrun 
the raging Kincade fire with words alone. 
She worried that she sounded maybe a 
little bit crazy — her term — but that’s 
what disaster will do to you. 

She and her roommate DaNelle 
Ruth, their three dogs and one cat 
piled into their Honda CRV in Santa 
Rosa on Saturday morning, seeking 
safety from the latest blaze to lay 
waste to the California wine country. 
Two long days in transit, two nights in 
the car and 60 or so miles later, they 
found it. 

On Cathedral Hill at an emergency 
shelter in the most crowded city on the 
West Coast, a place that sometimes 
feels as if it cannot hold another per- 
son. Where there’s a housing shortage 
and a vast population of homeless 
people and one of the highest hotel 
occupancy rates in the country during 
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one of the busiest months of the year 
for the hospitality industry. 

“We could see the fire coming. It 
looked like a rosy colored fog bank. It 
came closer and closer,” Stafford said 
in a rush. “We went to three evacua- 
tions centers, and they were all full. ... 1 
said, “The city is our best shot.” 

By Monday evening, the Kincade 
fire had forced nearly 200,000 people 
from their homes. And that’s not 
counting those who fled because of Pa- 
cific Gas & Electric Co. power outages. 
A quarter of the evacuation centers in 
Sonoma, Marin, Alameda and Napa 
counties were at capacity, a figure that 
changed depending on the hour. 

Emergency shelters had been set up 
in churches and fairgrounds, commu- 
nity centers and community colleges. 
In Santa Rosa and San Rafael, Napa 
and Pleasanton. A memory care center 
in Petaluma opened its doors to evacu- 
ees from the fire but filled up fast. 

Evacuees were left with a shrinking 
list of alternatives: friends and family 
members, hotels and motels, cold 
nights in their cars. 

“Because of the vast number of 
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people evacuating, where do you put 
them?” asked Jorge Rodriguez, a Sono- 
ma County public information officer. 
“Who’s going to take them in?” 

As of Monday at 8 a.m., when it 
first opened its doors, it was the Cathe- 
dral of Saint Mary of the Assumption, 
just north of the San Francisco Civic 
Center, perhaps the emergency shelter 
farthest from the Kincade fire. Traffic 
sped by. Tour buses discharged streams 
of visitors. The curious stopped to snap 
smartphone pictures of the imposing 
building. 

And a stream of evacuees, lugging 
blankets and suitcases and children 
and pets made their way in, as Red 
Cross volunteers opened up cots for 
the humans and members of San Fran- 
cisco Animal Care and Control set up 
kennels and food and water bowls for 
their furry companions. 

Julio Alvarado and his family of five 
left Santa Rosa at 4 a.m. on Sunday 
and headed south. Their apartment 
building is close to the small town of 
Windsor, where the fire was bearing 
down. Interstate 101 in the early 
morning darkness was as bad as rush 


hour, stop and go, stop and go. 

“T tried to sleep in Petaluma, but all 
the shelters was full,” he said. “I came 
to Marin and it was full. I came to San 
Francisco and stayed in a hotel. I pay 
for a small room, $157. I pay for just 
only one bed. It’s so expensive.” 

Alvarado, a construction worker, 
and his wife, Ninfa, slept on the floor. 
Their three children got the bed. The 
Red Cross shelter in the cathedral was 
a huge relief. 

“T don’t have the choice to pay 
another night,” he said. “It’s a lot of 
money.” 

That was a common refrain for the 
working men and women of the North 
Bay who were forced to flee to pricey 
San Francisco and found shelter after 
shelter either full or, in some cases, 
closed because of fire danger. 

The average daily hotel room rate in 
2018 was $264.53, “the highest ever 
recorded,” according to San Francisco 
Travel, the visitors and convention 
bureau. In 2019, that figure is expected 
to rise almost 5%, to $276.66. That is, 
if you can find an empty room. Average 
occupancy rate is projected at 83.2% 
this year, and October is far from an 
average month. 

On the plus side, Airbnb has acti- 
vated its Open Homes program, a list- 
ing of members making space available 
to Kincade fire evacuees for free. And 
the Hotel Council of San Francisco has 
posted a list on its website hotelcoun- 
cilsf.org. 

Still, “spending money on a hotel 
is not a good thing,” said Antonio 
Ramirez, an animal technician at the 
Cotati Large Animal Hospital, who 
arrived at the cathedral shelter early 
Monday. “When I see this morning the 
news about this (place) I came right 
away. 

Ramirez, his wife, daughter and 
grandson fled their Windsor home Sat- 
urday afternoon. They spent the night 
with friends in Santa Rosa, but when 
that refuge was evacuated, they all had 
to leave. They'd heard that shelters 
in Sonoma County were either full or 
didn’t have power. They called a shelter 
in Marin County, but it was at capacity. 

The group caravanned south to No- 
vato. But there was no power in that 
city, either. That meant they couldn't 
contact any hotels there even if the 
doors were open. So they ended up at 


a Lombard Street motel Sunday night 
— he and his family in one room, his 

friends and their smuggled-in pets in 
another. 

“It’s really hard,” Ramirez said. “We 
want to be at home. I want to be at 
work.” 

Around 10:30 a.m. Monday, 
DaNelle Ruth was chasing her terrier, 
Bizzi, around the parking lot of the 
cathedral shelter, trying to keep the 
little escapee from racing into traffic. A 
sheriff’s deputy joined the chase, then 
an animal control officer and a newspa- 
per photographer. 

Stafford couldn’t take part in the 
pursuit. She had bone cancer, uses 
crutches and is waiting to have her 
right leg amputated above the knee. 
She has a 13-year-old service dog 
named Millai that she can no longer 
care for but no one will adopt. 

She and Ruth spent Saturday night 
in their car in a Santa Rosa strip mall 
parking lot with Bizzi, Millai, a Chihua- 
hua named Minni Bell and a cat named 
Torti. The two women and four ani- 
mals spent Sunday night in their car 
near a San Francisco motel where their 
friends had scored the very last room. 

Finally, on Monday, they made 
their way to the cathedral shelter. 
There were cots for Stafford and Ruth. 
Kennels for Bizzi, who was finally ap- 
prehended, Minni Bell and Torti. Millai 
went off with an animal control officer, 
to be cared for until the group could 
return home. 

“It’s hard for me, but safer for her,” 
Stafford said. “If I didn’t have the ani- 
mal control, I'd be in my car with her. 
No hotels take big dogs. And there are 
no hotels anyway. ... The animal shelter 
offering to board her is a godsend.” 

By 6:30 p.m., about 40 people, five 
dogs and three cats were safely en- 
sconced at the cathedral. It has room 
for about 200 people and two or three 
times the number of animals currently 
in residence. It is expected to stay open 
until Friday morning. 

Stafford was curled up on a cot in 
the corner, wrapped in a bright patch- 
work quilt. 

She was safe. At last. And she slept.

for CBD? 


Bay Area ice cream makers 
Humphry Slocombe unveil 
anew spooky treat with 

an increasingly familiar 
ingredient. 


Cannabidiol is having a moment. 
There has been a triple-digit increase in 
the rate of users on Google searching for 
either “CBD” or the compound’s full 
name from 2016 to the present, accord- 
ing to new research conducted by the 
University of California, San Diego and 
Johns Hopkins University. 

As a result, folks are trying to 
infuse everything within reach — 
creams, tinctures, oral supplements, 
you name it — with the non-psychoac- 
tive substance. 

Enter Humphry Slocombe’s CBD-in- 
fused “Trick or Treat” ice cream. 

Since opening their first location in 
2008, the popular Bay Area ice cream 
makers have long been famous for 


their inventive, off-kilter flavors. Many 
residents have likely encountered the 
brand’s “Secret Breakfast,” which mar- 
ries bourbon ice cream with corn flake 
cookies, for instance. This Halloween 
season, however, Humphry Slocombe 
has taken things a step further by 
offering a black-colored concoction 
featuring Peppermint Patty ice cream 
with chocolate chips, marshmallows, 
and 5 mg of CBD per scoop. 

As one can imagine, working with 
CBD is a bit trickier than marshmal- 
lows. That’s why Humphry Slocombe 
is keeping things local by partnering 


with the Oakland cannabis infusion 
technology company Vertosa (formerly 
Nanogen Labs). 

The partnership between the 
companies began earlier this fall, says 
Austin Stevenson, a vice president at 
Vertosa. 

“We first worked with Humphry 
Slocombe in September to create a 
CBD Sundae featuring a CBD-infused 
Blondie,” Stevenson says. “This was 
a terrific opportunity for two brands 
who have embraced the Bay Area com- 
munity to come together and do some- 
thing fun for the Halloween season.” 


Currently available through the end 
of October at all Humphry Slocombe lo- 
cations, the “Trick or Treat” flavor is only 
available to customers aged 18 or older. 
For Panhandle resident and ice cream 
aficionado Rose Owens, the age restric- 
tion only made her experience trying the 
flavor all the more unique. 

“I did feel extra cool due to the 18+’ 
signage for Trick or Treat,” Owens says. 
“Lots of kids walking by asked their 
parents if they could try it! It was nice to 
have a special ‘adults-only’ treat.” 
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Humphry Slocombe often has several 
alcohol-infused flavors available at any given 
time, so the option for those abstaining 
from alcohol to indulge in something that 
children can't access is a compelling argu- 
ment for offering CBD-infused ice cream. Of 
course, none of this would matter much if it 
didn’t also taste delicious. 

For Owens, the flavor delivers on this 
front as well. She tried the new offering at 
the 24" and Mission location and hasn't 
ruled out a return visit for seconds. 

“Tloved the Trick or Treat sundae op- 
tion,’ she says. “I felt like a bad kid eating 
my two scoops of CBD ice cream with candy 
corns and caramel sauce, which were perfect 
complements to the dark, minty, earthy 
flavor of the ice cream, and its cooling chill 
vibe. The texture was spookily inviting with 
those nuggets of mint patties too — like 
little gravestones!” 

Though Owens does report the ice 
cream “turned my lips a ghoulish black,” she 
says she hopes to make it back before the 
flavor leaves on Nov. 1. 

While it does feel that CBD companies 
are jumping the shark in some aspects — 
CBD-infused clothing and CBD-infused 
pumpkin spice lattes ranking among the 
worst offenders — we shouldn't dismiss 
everything that bears that three-letter acro- 
nym outright.

What 
responsibility 
do schools 
carry for 
cyberbullying?

This week’s question comes from 
Michelle P., who writes: 


Q: “My daughter is a sophomore at a 
high school within the San Francisco 
Unified School District. Like many kids 
her age, she has a smartphone, which 
helps the family stay in touch but also 
allows her to interact regularly online 
with other kids from her school, some 
of whom can be very nasty to her, even 
threatening. She doesn't feel like she 
has any choice but to engage with them 
but this cyberbullying has made her so 
anxious she can’t focus on her school- 
work. Does her school or SFUSD have 
any responsibility to intervene when 
their students are harming each other 
online?” 





A: Michelle, you are right to be con- 
cerned and in your intuition that the 
school should be involved. Cyberbully- 
ing has become increasingly common 
over the past decades and can have 
tragic, even deadly, consequences. 


The State of California recognizes all 
bullying as a form of violence that in- 
volves a real or perceived imbalance of 
power between individuals or groups of 
children and results in unprovoked, in- 
tentional, and usually repeated physi- 
cal, verbal, or emotional abuse. Bullying 
may also manifest as sexual harass- 
ment, hate violence, and other severe 
or pervasive behaviors that create an 
intimidating or hostile educational en- 
vironment. California has also specifi- 
cally recognized the increasing 
prevalence of cyberbullying, defined as 
repeated or recurring harm willfully in- 
flicted through electronic media, which 
can be just as detrimental to students’ 
wellbeing as face-to-face conflict. 


Amendments to California’s exist- 
ing Safe Place to Learn Act and Inter- 
agency School Safety Demonstration 
Act became effective on Jan. 1, 2019 
and required all local educational 
agencies to adopt procedures for 
preventing acts of bullying, including 
cyberbullying, by the end of this cal- 
endar year. In May, SFUSD complied 
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with this requirement by adopting 
Board Policy 5131.2: Bullying and Ad- 
ministrative Policy 5131.2: Bullying. 
SFUSD policy specifically prohibits 
transmission of communications or 
posting of harassing messages, di- 
rect threats, or other harmful texts, 
sounds, or images on the Internet, 
social networking sites, or other dig- 
ital technologies, as well as assuming 
another person’s identity through an 
electronic account in order to dam- 
age that person’s reputation. SFUSD 
authorizes school administrators to 
intervene even if the cyberbullying is 
conducted off campus or outside of 
school hours in any case where the 
behavior is impacting students’ learn- 
ing environment. 


Your daughter’s school should 
have notified all families of the 
school’s reporting and investiga- 
tion process. Any student, parent, 
guardian, or other individual who 
learns of school-related discrimina- 
tion, harassment, intimidation, or 
bullying should immediately contact 
the school’s principal, or any other 
staff member. Any school employee 
who learns of cyberbullying is also 
required to report the activity to the 
school principal, who must in turn 
notify the district compliance officer 
and inform the target student of 
their right to file a formal written 


complaint with the district Office 

of Equity. Cyberbullying victims are 
encouraged to save and print relevant 
electronic or digital messages for 

aid in investigation of the matter. 
Complainants names will be held con- 
fidential to the extent possible and 
district policy prohibits any form of 
retaliation against any individual who 
files such a complaint. 


The school principal is first re- 
quired to determine whether interim 
measures are necessary to address 
the effects of the reported bullying 
pending investigation and final 
resolution. After a thorough inves- 
tigation, including interviews of the 
accused student and any other wit- 
nesses, the principal will determine 
whether the matter may be resolved 
through “restorative practices,” a 
process similar to mediation. If fur- 
ther action is needed, a school may 
discipline the offending student and, 
if appropriate, request any applicable 
social media sites to remove offensive 
online content and/or suspend the 
offender’s user privileges. 


Pupils who engage in discrimi- 
nation, harassment, intimidation, 
bullying, or retaliation in violation of 
law, Board Policy, or administrative 
regulation may be referred for coun- 
seling, behavioral intervention and 





education, suspension, and/or expul- 
sion. Any employee who permits or 
engages in prohibited discrimination, 
harassment, intimidation, bullying, 
or retaliation shall also be subject to 
disciplinary action, up to and includ- 
ing dismissal. 


If you are unhappy with SFUSD’s 
resolution of the matter, state law 
allows 15 days to appeal the district’s 
action to the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. After sixty days 
following the filing of an appeal, you 
may seek civil remedies through the 
courts, seeking damages and injunc- 
tive relief (orders from the court to 
stop or change certain behaviors/ 
policies).

One of the strongest cybersecurity 


programs in the country has been perco- 
lating within the depths of City College 
of San Francisco. 

The brainchild of instructor Sam 
Bowne, the program has placed highly 
in two recent collegiate cybersecurity 
competitions and garnered national 
recognition from the National Security 
Agency and the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security, despite having 
fewer resources than many of the 
colleges and universities it competes 
against. 
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To get to this point, the program 
has adopted unorthodox teaching 
styles, leaned on former students, and 
created continuity despite a state of 
constant flux at the school. The result 
has been a popular set of classes ina 
growing industry: Nearly every projec- 
tion of the cybersecurity job market 
over the next few decades shows a 
shortage of workers. 

The program has been so popular 
that instructors say they’ve been 
forced to turn away students because 
classes were full. Despite this, instruc- 
tors have had difficulty getting more 
funding from the college to pay for 
additional teachers and classes. 
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ity College Cybersecurity 
tands Out 


Through the difficulty, Bowne and 
his cohorts — including part-time fac- 
ulty member and team coach Elizabeth 
Biddlecome — have crafted a curricu- 
lum that’s both effective and appealing 
to prospective students. 


Getting started 

Bowne has taught at City College of 
San Francisco (CCSF) for 20 years. A 
former database administrator, he first 
took a night class and then decided 
teaching looked like fun. He started 
teaching in Marin, and eventually 
made the switch to CCSF, teaching var- 
ious computer classes. He had an abid- 
ing interest in cybersecurity and finally 


CCSF won the Cal 


February.

went to the most infamous convention 
in hacking, Defcon. 

The convention, which started in 
the early 1990s, has ballooned to tens 
of thousands of attendees every year in 
Las Vegas. When Bowne went in 2007, 
it was abnormal for a college instructor 
to attend. 

“At the time, Defcon had a bad 
reputation with academics,” he tells SF 
Weekly. “It was considered disgraceful 
to teach attack techniques.” 

Bowne found a wealth of knowledge 
that wasn’t included in any of the 
classes he was teaching as a result. 

“There was a guy from a European 
company that had made a malicious 
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toaster,” he says. “He would connect it 
by a USB port and it would take over 
all the Windows machines in an office. 
Another guy would get ATM machines 
to pay out money. At the time, it was 
pretty exciting stuff. The hackers knew 
how to do this in the ’80s and 90s but 
academics didn’t know about it.” 

Bowne opted not only to incor- 
porate the attacking techniques into 
his curriculum, but to teach students 
how to do hacking — how to go on the 
offensive. Conventional wisdom at the 
time was to teach only defense. Doing 
so was a calculated risk. 

“Had my students turned out to 
be bad guys, I would have been fired,” 





Bowne says. “But it worked out.” 

Bowne’s early strategy of teaching 
attack methods for cybersecurity paid 
off. Since the mid-aughts, the pro- 
gram has grown to an estimated 500 
students and offers three different 
certificates, says Richard Wu, the other 
full-time cybersecurity instructor at 
CCSF. Wu, who started teaching at 
CCSF in 2014, has more experience in 
defensive methods. 

“[Sam and I] actually complement 
each other because together we can see 
the bigger picture,” Wu says. 


Missing ingredient 

While the program proved popular, 
the team struggled at cybersecurity 
competitions. City College has some 
factors working against it in this are- 
na. It’s a two-year program, unlike 
many other cybersecurity programs it 
competes against on the West Coast. 
Stanford University and the various 
University of California schools are all 
four-year programs, which means stu- 
dents on the cybersecurity teams have 
had more time to learn and prepare for 
challenges. 

Cybersecurity competitions usually 
consist of scenarios created by experi- 
enced industry professionals. The exact 
format varies by competition, but 
generally students have no idea what 
they’re heading into and need to solve 
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problems in a matter of hours. The best 
way to prepare for the scenarios is just 
to try and know as much as possible 

— a format that favors those who have 
had more time to learn and absorb 
information. 

In addition to a more accelerated 
learning curve, it’s harder for a two- 
year program to maintain its team 
from year to year as students graduate. 
Community college students are also 
more likely to have full-time jobs or 
other commitments that prevent them 
from participating in time-consuming 
extracurricular activities like cyberse- 
curity competitions. 

Despite these factors, CCSF has 
performed well in recent competitions, 
a second place finish at the Western 
Regional Collegiate Cyber Defense 
Competition (WRCCDC) in March, and 
an outright win of the California May- 
ors Cyber Cup in February. 

Joe Needleman is one of the event 
organizers for WRCCDC, helping to 
both run it and build the scenarios 
that competitors face. 

“We don’t block community colleges 
[from competing], but because they 
usually don’t have as much experi- 
ence and it’s harder for them to get 
teams together, they don’t participate 
as much,” he says. “City College is 
strong every year. They hold up with 
the 4-year schools that have double 


the amount of training. They’re very 
impressive. They have a good school 
that puts together some very good 
students.” 

Former CCSF student and current 
part-time instructor Biddlecome has a 
lot to do with that. 

Bowne had been the previous coach 
of the teams, but wanted to step aside 
for a few reasons. In addition to, in his 
opinion, being a bad organizer, Bowne 
wanted more women to join the cyber- 
security program. A coworker told him 
that it wasn’t enough to say it: Women 
needed a role model to follow. 

After Biddlecome took over as 
coach, there was an almost immediate 
increase in gender diversity in the pro- 
gram and the competition team. 

“At my first competition, there were 
10 teams of six,” Biddlecome says. 
“Out of those 60 competitors, two 
were women, myself and one girl from 
Cal Poly. The second year, there were 
three women, myself and two girls 
from Stanford. The first year I came in 
as coach, not only did we have parity 
on the team — three women and three 
men — we had a female co-captain and 
I’m pretty sure the first African Ameri- 
can woman team member. 

“As far as I know, I’m the only fe- 
male coach in the country.” 
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Skills to pay the bills 
In addition to winning competitions 
— one of the best learning tools in the 
business, according to Bowne — cyber- 
security students at CCSF have been 
able to convert their newfound knowl- 
edge into jobs in the field. 

Kerrie Lu started taking classes at 
CCSF in the spring of 2018, officially. 
Unofficially, she had been shadowing 
Bowne’s classes for awhile because she 
wasn't sure she could do the program. 
While she was interested in learning 
more about cybersecurity for her job as 
a paralegal with the District Attorney’s 
office, she didn’t have a background in 
coding. 

“T couldn't find any programs that 
were small enough that I could man- 
age,” she says. “Many of them were 
master’s programs or Ph.D. programs. 
Those were very advanced for me and 
they asked for prior computer science 
or coding experience. Someone point- 
ed me to courses at CCSF. That’s what 
I wanted.” 

Lu excelled and got recruited onto 
the competition team. Despite her 
lack of coding experience, she found 
her niche in compliance and policy. 

By attending both competitions and 
cybersecurity conventions, she made 
connections which eventually translat- 
ed into a job as a security analyst. The 
new gig is a significant pay upgrade 
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over her previous job with the District 
Attorney — and she hasn’t even com- 
pleted her certificate program yet. 

Lu's success isn't surprising. Em- 
ployers are desperate to hire more 
cybersecurity professionals. 

“Saying there’s a shortage is an 
understatement,’ Bowne says. “It’s 
ridiculous. Everybody gets hacked. 

No matter what you buy or who you 
are or where you are, you're gonna get 
hacked. It’s getting worse every year by 
a large amount.” 

Bowne says this in a calm, matter 
of fact tone — he’s not worried about 
it, just presenting the facts as he sees 
them. 

“There’s never any perfect safety in 
the cyber world or the real world,” he 
says. You can either be clueless and 
take random risks by not protecting 
yourself, or you can educate yourself 
and take calculated risks.” 

Still, it underscores the desire em- 
ployers have for more cybersecurity ex- 
perts. Which makes it more frustrating 
for the instructors at CCSF that they 
haven't been able to get more funding. 

Wu, Bowne and Biddlecome all say 
that they’ve had to turn away students 
because there’s not enough room in 
the classes. City College has been un- 
der pressure in terms of both budget 
and accreditation for the past several 
years and has had to cut classes and 
positions to make ends meet. Still, fac- 
ulty are frustrated that more resources 
— even if it’s just making part-timers 
like Biddlecome full-time — haven't 
been made available to help satisfy 
demand. 

“CCSF takes accolades off the backs 
of some of our very best part-time fac- 
ulty. This is unacceptable and an em- 
barrassment to take the accolades on 
their backs, from their work, and not 
open up full-time positions for them,” 
said Abigail Bornstein, a computer net- 
working and IT (CNIT) faculty member 
at CCSF, at an Oct. 24 meeting with 
the school’s Board of Trustees. 

Thomas Boegel, vice chancellor 
of academic affairs at CCSF, says the 
CNIT budget has been constant from 
Fall 2019 to Spring 2020, and that 
every department’s budget is smaller 
than in 2018. 

“The number of cybersecurity-re- 
lated classes has been slightly growing 
from Spring 2019 through Spring 
2020,” he wrote in an email to SF Week- 
ly.

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‘| Want People to Be Angry’: Netflix’s New 


Camp Fire Documentary Has a Purpose

Just a week before Fire in Para- 
dise’s Netflix premiere, California’s larg- 
est wildfire of 2019 (so far) sparked and 
began raging across Sonoma County, 
devastating neighborhoods and busi- 
nesses, forcing nearly 200,000 people to 
evacuate their homes. The Kincade Fire 
is only one of nearly 6,000 wildfires the 
Golden State has been trying to survive 
this year, and it probably won't be the 
last. This is California’s new reality. 

But accepting it as the new norm 
is exactly what the directors of Fire in 
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Paradise warn against. Fire in Paradise, 
premiering on Nov. 1, follows survi- 
vors’ stories from the deadliest wildfire 
in California’s history. Thirty-nine 
minutes of harrowing phone footage 
and interviews document the Camp 
Fire, the 2018 disaster that destroyed 
the city of Paradise, killed 85 people, 
and forced 52,000 people to evacuate 
their homes. 

“Everyone wants to say, ‘Oh you 
know, it’s happening over there, it 
can’t happen here,” director Drea Coo- 
per says. But that can be a dangerous 
sentiment, one that the documentary 
is trying to combat by having survivors 
share their experiences. 

“It’s meant to put people in the 
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shoes of the characters and what it 
was like to be there that day,” director 
Zackary Canepari says. “It was a trau- 
matic emotional event.” 

Fire in Paradise follows several peo- 
ple: parents, responders, children. One 
of the subjects, Mary Ludwig, was a 
teacher trying to escape the wildfire 
with a bus filled with children. The bus 
driver had torn his shirt to create air 
filters for the children, some of whom 
were growing sleepy — presumably 
from smoke inhalation. Video from 
that day shows flames surrounding 
the bus. Ludwig, the bus driver, and 
her colleague saw their situation grow 
from dire and desperate to seemingly 
hopeless.

“It’s hard to say this out loud,” 
Ludwig says in the documentary. “But 
we prayed that we would die of smoke 
inhalation. And that’s a hard prayer to 
make.” 

Ludwig and the rest of the bus 
survived, and their story is just one of 
several that Fire in Paradise tracks, and 
one of thousands from the California 
wildfires. Another part of Canepari’s 
goal is to make sure that “this story 
doesn’t live in a bubble.” 

“I want people to be angry, and not 
be complacent about climate change. 
It’s not just people, it’s not just indi- 
viduals,” Canepari says. “I want to see 
major corporate and government pol- 
icies. We aren't talking about that in 





the film, but we want the film to speak 
to bigger picture issues.” 

California Fire captain Sean Nor- 
man touches on the wildfires’ global 
connection briefly at the end of the 
documentary. 

“The part that’s affecting us most is 
the weather, and that’s what’s driving 
these fires. We’re setting records every 
year. Our humidities are lower,’ Nor- 
man says in Fire in Paradise. “The fire’s 
burning as aggressively at night as it 
is during the day, so we don't ever get 
that chance to get ahead of it. And the 
toll on our people is extreme.” 

Climate change is one major factor 
in what Canepari calls “hyper deadly, 
hyper aggressive” wildfires. Cooper 
also points to fire suppression and 
PG&E as two other factors. Earlier 
this year, PG&E filed for bankruptcy 
protection after being responsible for 
about $30 billion in wildfire liabilities. 
A faulty power line sparked the 2018 
Camp Fire, and currently there are sus- 
picions that PG&E may be responsible 
for the 2019 Kincade Fire. 

“T just think that as an inves- 
tor-owned utility that’s probably trad- 
ed essentially as a for-profit utility, the 
state government and the general pub- 
lic needs to hold them accountable,” 
Cooper says. “We need to put pressure 
on the company to make them do bet- 
ter.” The consequences of not doing so 
are aptly detailed in Fire in Paradise. 

“What makes this story so difficult 
to tell — we’re talking about 40,000 
people on that day frantically running 
for their lives. This is on the very edge 
of what’s possible for imagination,” 
Cooper says. “And unfortunately, this 
is happening more and more.” 

Canepari calls it “chaos and apoca- 
lypse.” Fire in Paradise calls upon peo- 
ple to empathize — and then to effect 
change. 

“I want more stories about these 
issues,” Canepari says. “I want people 
to be overwhelmed by climate change 
stories to the point that there’s noth- 
ing else to do but act.” 
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Dia de los Muertos Exhibit Honors Art

Walking into SOMArts’ annual 
Dia de los Muertos exhibit is like walking 
into a maze of altars. One space is trans- 
formed into multiple worlds — individ- 
ual rooms filled with an artist’s hopes 
and memories, divided by translucent 
walls. In one room, hundreds of butter- 
flies erupt from a bodice as a symbol of 
immigration. In another, dozens of 
frames hang around a loveseat, asking 
“What does home look like for queer Lat- 
inx?” 

The 43 altars are separated by 
opaque or translucent walls — one of 
René Yafiez’s visions before he passed 


away in May 2018. “These were all 
things he was literally dictating from 
his deathbed in the hospital,” his son, 
Rio Yafiez, says. 

René Yanez was a visionary in his 
field. He was a founder of Galeria De 
La Raza and the Mission Cultural Cen- 
ter for Latino Arts, and was one of the 
first curators to pioneer a massive art 
exhibit around Dia de los Muertos. 

Dia de los Muertos, also known as 
Day of the Dead, is a Mexican holiday 
meant to celebrate and honor loved 
ones who have passed away. Yafiez 
started this kind of work back in the 
"70s. 

“My dad, René Yafiez, started to cu- 
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rate Day of the Dead art exhibits. Each 
piece was given its own room, and no 
one had really ever done that before,” 
Rio Yafiez says. 

Since René Yafiez’s death, his son 
has taken up the exhibit’s responsibil- 
ities, continuing a 20-year legacy. “In 
2006, he and I started working on the 
show together,’ Rio Yafiez says. “And 
he kind of mentored me as a curator, 
working with artists. I had always 
grown up with Day of the Dead asa 
cultural practice and as an art form.” 

This year’s theme, “City of Souls,” 
has a special significance. 

“It’s kind of a spiritual sequel to an 


exhibit that René curated here in 2001, 
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Leader Rene Yanez, Children Lost to ICE

called City of Miracles. He had this 
vision of creating a city, where there 
were different buildings, and within 
those buildings there were different 
functions and different aesthetics,” Rio 
Yaniez says. “And he kind of wanted to 
visit that idea in 2018 but passed away 
before he realized his vision.” 

Constructing the Dia de los Muer- 
tos exhibit is no easy feat. SOMArts 
starts accepting submissions for altar 
proposals in May. After paring them 
down, it’s a matter of trying to puzzle 
43 altars by 74 artists together to cre- 
ate a cohesive and dynamic art space. 
Architect Nick Gomez is responsible 
for much of this step. 
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“It’s almost like a math question 
on the SAT, trying to fit all the artists 
together,” Rio Yafiez says. 

The themes in Dia de los Muertos 
vary widely. For example, Terry Bau- 
tista and Kim Acebo Arteche’s altar is 
dedicated to Dawn Mabalon, a Filipina 
activist who fought hard for Stockton’s 
Little Manila and who passed away last 
year, in August 2018. Clips from Maba- 
lon’s speeches and her personal life are 
projected onto a wall surrounded by 
archival material from her career. 

“There’s a lot of home footage that 
puts into context who her family was 
and why she was so indignant about 
saving Little Manila,” Arteche says. 
Many of the altars in the City of Souls 
touch on activism and the intersection 
of politics and identity. 

Concepts in the exhibit can be Bay 
Area specific — some altars are dedi- 
cated to San Francisco businesses lost 
by gentrification. 

Others, like artist Elizabeth Addi- 
son's altar, go beyond the reach of the 
Bay Area. Located at the front of the 
exhibit, her altar is filled with pictures 
of the children who have died in camps 
at the U.S.-Mexican border and beck- 
ons visitors to inscribe messages on 
leaves and add them to a growing tree. 

Just outside of Addison’s altar is 
a projected mural of Jeff Adachi, the 
former San Francisco Public Defender 
who passed away in February 2019, 
and René Yariez, calling for visitors to 
“Protect your people,” “Make America 
Mexico again,’ and “Resist.” It’s the 
first thing you see when you walk into 
the City of Souls, which ends how it 
starts: with René Yariez. At the end of 
the maze is a rendering of René Yafiez’s 
face, lit in purple. 

“We've spent the past year trying to 
bring that concept to life — to realize 
what he wanted to do,” Rio Yariez says 
about City of Souls. “And here we are.”

In the mid-1960s — long before 
he received a Guggenheim Fellowship, 
long before he was honored with grants 
by the National Endowment for the Arts, 
and long before he achieved widespread 
recognition as a visual artist, experimen- 
tal filmmaker, and blues musician — 
Mike Henderson was a financially 
struggling art student who San Fran- 
cisco police would harass as he walked 
home past midnight. 

Patrolmen believed Henderson 
might be a criminal. He was a young 
African-American man strolling by 
himself from the San Francisco Art In- 
stitute through North Beach and other 
neighborhoods that had few Black 
residents, and police cars repeatedly 
stopped and questioned him. Hender- 
son couldn't afford to take the bus. 

“T walked from the school at North 
Beach and before I'd get to the Stock- 
ton tunnel, I’d been stopped twice,” 
Henderson tells SF Weekly. “The first 
time they stopped me they wanted to 
search me. And they asked me, ‘What’s 
that under your arm?’ And I said it 
was a piece of sculpture I was working 
on for a project. And [the officer] said, 
“You're an artist?” 

That experience, parallel with that 
of other African-Americans in the 
volatile ’60s, stayed with Henderson 
as he embarked on his art career, and 
his artwork in “Soul of a Nation: Art 


in the Age of Black Power 1963-1983” 
— the exhibit that began at London’s 
Tate Modern and opens Nov. 9 at the 
de Young Museum — is a 1968 piece 
about police brutality called Non-Vio- 
lence. 

Henderson depicts a ma- 
chete-wielding officer with a Nazi 
swastika on his arm about to unleash 
his fury on an already-wounded animal 
that appears to be an ape. The painting 
is a marked contrast with another 
1968 work called Me and the Band, 
which has Henderson playing guitar 
with other musicians in a setting that’s 
joyful and full of color and verve. 

Henderson does many things well, 
including abstract oil canvases that are 
like universes of textures and undu- 
lating horizontal and vertical planes. 
Every genre of his work is at the San 
Francisco Art Institute in a retrospec- 
tive called “Mike Henderson: Honest 
to Goodness” that has a series of 
Henderson’s short films, which include 
biting social commentary about war 
and elliptical statements about love 
and relationships. Henderson’s movies 
screened last year at Belgium’s Courti- 
sane Festival and in 2017 at the New 
York Film Festival (alongside the films 
of Agnes Varda, Jean-Luc Godard, Alex 
Gibney, Richard Linklater, and others). 

At the San Francisco Art Institute, 
they’re free to watch, and many of 
them feature Henderson’s earthy blues 
riffs, which give the movies a depth of 
sound similar to Miles Davis’ vaunted 
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Me and the 
Band, Mike 
Henderson.

soundtrack to Louis Malle’s 1958 film 
Ascenseur pour léchafaud. In both cas- 
es, the music aligns and charges the 
characters’ movements. In both cases, 
the music was improvised to suit the 
moment, as in Henderson’s Look What 
Daddy Can Do where he sings the mov- 
ie’s title against old 1950s-era footage 
of U.S. military maneuvers. The song 
gives Look What Daddy Can Do its far- 
cical edge. 

“T couldn't get anyone to do the 
voiceover, Henderson says of his first 
film, The Last Supper from 1970. “So 
[had my guitar and the sound guy 
turned on the film and tape recorder 
and I just started to play not knowing 
it was on.... It was fora class I was 
taking with [experimental filmmaker] 
Robert Nelson. And Bob says, ‘Let’s 
hear it.’ And he looked at the film and 
he said, “That’s it. You've created the 
first talking blues film.’” 

As a blues musician, Henderson has 
performed with a Who’s Who of blues 
masters, including Albert King, Albert 
Collins, Bo Diddley, and John Lee 
Hooker, who once called Henderson 
“blues professor.’ As part of “Soul of a 
Nation,” Henderson will perform at the 
de Young on Saturday, Nov. 16 from 
1-3 p.m. in the museum’s Wilsey Court 
— just like he performed on the roof 
of the San Francisco Art Institute for 
the opening of “Mike Henderson: Hon- 
est to Goodness.” Art-goers swayed 
and danced to Henderson’s band that 
night. Some of them howled in delight. 


Mike Henderson Does It All 


Few other people have Henderson’s 
facility to excel in so many artistic 
directions — and to have stayed at 
that level for decades. Henderson, who 
taught art at UC Davis for more than 
40 years (alongside William T. Wiley, 
Wayne Thiebaud, and others), is now 
in his late 70s. He grew up in poverty 
in an African-American neighborhood 
in Marshall, Missouri, where “you were 
lucky to be trained to be a servant, and 
you couldn’t dream about what you're 
going to be,” and his appearance at 
the San Francisco Art Institute was a 
chance to return to a campus that he 
says changed the entire direction of his 
life. It was there at the art institute — 
in an environment where burgeoning 
visual artists, musicians, and activists 
mingled together — that instructors 
encouraged Henderson to find his 
voice. And it was there that two of 
the 20th century’s greatest Bay Area 
artists — Joan Brown and Jay DeFeo, 
who were teaching there — befriended 
Henderson and made the link between 
then-sparse opportunities for female 
artists and African-American artists. 

“Td talk to them about this notion 
that there weren't any African-Amer- 
ican artists of note — and that the 
only door that seemed to be open for 
African-Americans was the entertain- 
ment arts, not the fine arts,” Hender- 
son says. “And they said, ‘Oh, it’s the 
same thing for women. There are only 
a handful of women artists that you 
see and hear about.’ And I'd ask them, 
‘What’s of substance here?’ And each 
time, they would come back to me and 
say, Fuck it. Just paint. You're called to 
paint. This is what you're called to do. 
Forget the art world and all that. Just 
use the gift that was given you. ” 

Henderson got to know Brown and 
DeFeo because they taught at night 
and he worked on the school’s main- 
tenance crew. “So I was cleaning up 
when everybody left,” he says. “One 
night I was talking to Jay DeFeo about 
painting, and different ways of look- 
ing at the world. I was talking to her 
about making the world better. And I 
had this idea about how if everything 
was silver, and everybody was silver, 
we'd look at each other and only see 
ourselves and there'd be no way to hate 
that person. I had silver paint. And 
there was an art opening that night. 
And I cleaned up and I confiscated 
some wine. And I’m drinking wine 
and talking with her — and the next 
thing we know we painted the cafeteria 
silver.” 

Henderson attended the San 
Francisco Art Institute because it was 


the only art school to admit him that 
didn’t practice segregation. The others 
were in the Midwest. “I'd get accepted,” 
he says, and when they found out he 
was Black, “they wouldn’t even talk to 
me.” 

Whether he makes abstract art or 
plays blues music or makes experimen- 
tal films, Henderson says his creations 
all flow from “wherever the inspiration 
takes me” — but that “everything 
pivots in my life to the paintings. I will 
say that. It’s the horse I rode in on. It’s 
what I went to school for. I did want to 
go to New York to study music but [af- 
ter graduating from the San Francisco 
Art Institute], I had the job offered me 
at Davis. And I wanted to build a house 
for my parents that had running water 
and plumbing in it so they could have 
something like that to live in before 
they died.” 

As an instructor at UC Davis, 
Henderson imparted the lessons he 
learned about his own life and his own 
art. He started making art films after 
the social upheavals following Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s assassination. “I 
never made films but one day I came 
home from a demonstration at the 
Civic Center when Dr. King was killed, 
and I was going back to school and I 
kept thinking, ‘I want more movement 
in my paintings. I want them to have 
more strength.” 

And though his more recent paint- 
ings are large, abstract pieces, the 
rawness and violence of Non-Violence 
“really fits the show [at the de Young] 
because of what it’s about. To me, it’s 
also something very current, too.”

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How a SF Haunted House Is 





Teaching the Rules of Consent 


A San Francisco spook factory lets participants choose their preferred level of interaction 


with performers.

Haunted houses haven’t always 
given you a lot of options. You're 
typically thrown in with little infor- 
mation in mind, led down a terrify- 
ing path, and the only way out... is 
through. That’s part of the nature of 
wanting a fear-based experience. 

But when it comes to consent- 
ing to touch, which can either 
make or break somebody’s experi- 
ence, haunted houses haven't al- 
ways had the clearest of guidelines 
— or choices — on how to still feel 
scared and safe. 

But if you enter the Terror 
Vault, you'll be asked to make a 
decision: Opt in or opt out to in- 
teractivity in Into the Dark’s tour 
of the San Francisco Mint building, 
a 45-minute experience that takes 
you through gruesome stories and 
frightening actors, much like a 
haunted house. 

Opting in means you re agree- 
ing to a more interactive experi- 
ence. Actors may touch you, feed 
you, draw on you, or pull you away 
from the group for a temporary 
detour. You'll be handed a red 
glow-in-the-dark necklace to wear 
throughout the haunt, signifying 
your agreement. 

Opting out is just as easy. 
Simply take off the necklace, and 
actors will know to not touch 
you. While these necklaces aren’t 
new, they are rather unique in the 
world of haunts. Joshua Grannell, 
also known as drag queen Peaches 
Christ, is a producer for Into the 
Dark. Grannell and David Flower, a 
production designer, first encoun- 
tered these necklaces at a haunt 
convention in St. Louis called 
Transworld. There, they learned 
about them while attending a 
workshop on interactivity hosted 
by Amy Hollaman, who works 
as the creative director of Terror 
Behind the Walls, a haunt located 
in Philadelphia’s Eastern State 
Penitentiary. 

“They talked about this concept 
about wearing a glow necklace, and 
choosing to wear a glow necklace 
so you re opting in for interactivi- 


ty,’ Grannell says. The two thought 
it was an excellent idea — these 
necklaces mimic the rules of con- 
sent in that you can choose to give 
or to remove your agreement to 
interactivity at any time. 

It’s something that diverges 
away from traditional rules at oth- 
er haunts, which tend to fall into 
two categories. 

One, there are no options for 
varying levels of interaction. Once 
you step in, you're agreeing to 
anything the producers might have 
planned for you. This could involve 
touch, or the haunt might follow 
a general rule of “Don’t touch 
the actors, and they won't touch 
you. Sometimes the expectations 
are listed on the haunt’s website. 
Other times, you may have to call 
or arrive at the haunt itself to get 
more information. 

Two, you have the choice to opt 
in or opt out of touch at the start 
of the haunt. However, whatever 
decision you make is final, with 
no ability to opt out during the 
experience. 

Not all haunts are too cog- 
nizant about the boundaries of 
touch. But Grannell and Flower 
have both realized that by making 
consent a part of the process, par- 
ticipants and actors have actually 
been able to push their limitations 
while knowing they have a kind of 
safe word — necklaces — if things 
get too intense. Grannell describes 
one scene with a cannibal grand- 
mother that particularly stuck out 
to him as an example of actors 
pushing the limits consensually. 

“Grandma walked up to a guest, 
and sort of stuck her tongue out 
and touched this person’s cheek 
with her tongue,’ Grannell says. 
“That table erupted. They applaud- 
ed.” 

“We're really playing with 
boundaries,’ Grannell adds. “But 
it is only when consent has been 
given.” 

Flower estimates over 80 per- 
cent of people choose to wear the 
necklaces and opt in for full inter- 
activity. (Some participants from 


the previous year even said that 
they wished that there was more 
touch involved.) For the other 20 
percent, the comfort in knowing 
that they won't be touched is inte- 
gral for a scary but safe experience. 

“For the folks who don’t want 
to be touched, this is awesome 
because they know they won't, 
because they have the necklaces 
on,’ Flower says. “For them it’s 
immediate relief on the other side 
of the coin.” 

When I went to the Terror 
Vault, I opted out and left my 
necklace behind. Opting out still 
made for an intensely terrifying 
and wonderfully immersive tour 
— you're still very much an active 
participant, with actors dressed 
in gory costumes jumping out and 
screaming at you from the dark- 
ness, and others speaking with you 
while in character. You still get to 
participate in games embedded 
into the experience. The main rule 
is that the actors cannot touch 
you. 

I found this to be mostly true, 
save for one moment when an 
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actor held my arm to gesture 
me to the next door. It wasn’t 
meant to be a fear-inducing 
touch — nothing like when 
some characters grabbed 
necklace-wearing participants’ 
shoulders or stroked their faces. 
But know that the absence of a 
necklace, at least for me, wasn’t 
like an invisible shield that 
blocked me from any physical 
interaction. 

The actors are trained on 
what sort of touch and how 
much of it is deemed “okay,” ac- 
cording to Grannell. 

“No one is going to get hurt. 
We don’t allow any touching in 
traditional bathing suit areas,” 
Grannell says. “We have actors 
who are nonbinary and trans, so 
bathing suit areas are the same 
across the board.”

Greener Grass 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Alamo Drafthouse 
New Mission. 
The comic image of adult women wearing braces 
was used to great effect earlier this year in Maya 
Erskine and Anna Konkle’s terrific Hulu series 
PEN15. It’s used to simultaneously lesser and 
more desperate effect in Jocelyn DeBoer and Dawn 
Luebbe’s feature comedy Greener Grass, so much 
so that the opening credits are over a minute- 
long closeup into DeBoer’s character’s braces. It’s 
intentionally gross and unpleasant, but like the film 
itself, there doesn’t seem to be a deeper meaning. 
(Another red flag is that the film’s own description 
says it’s “destined to be an instant cult classic,” 
which isn’t how any of that works.) Jill (DeBoer) 
and Lisa (Luebbe) are mothers competing with 
each other in a pastel suburbia where weird things 
happen constantly — Jill’s son turns into a dog, 
for example — but everyone takes the weirdness 
in stride, so nothing matters. Jill is the ostensible 
protagonist because she has something resembling 
an emotional arc, yet she’s so often a part of the 
random weirdness that it’s difficult to identify with 
her. Greener Grass’ production design is a marvel, 
and many moments might work as standalone 
sketches, but like sex or violence, absurdism for 
its own sake eventually becomes its own kind of 
pornography. As the old saying goes, the grass is 
greener over on PEN15. Sherilyn Connelly

Cheapest Caviar in the City

In a past life, Over Proof at ABV 
was a lot of things. 

It cycled through different spirit- 
based personas — rum, whiskey, 
mezcal and tequila — at tireless speed, 
switching up the cocktails, food menu, 
and decor every three months until, 
well, it got tiring. 

“That was a totally insane idea,” 
co-owner Ryan Fitzgerald says. “It 
exhausted us.” 

So Over Proof took a little hiatus, 
and now it’s back and a “completely 
different thing from what it was 
before.” This new version of Over 
Proof boasts a lot more variety, a lot 
more seafood, and hopefully a bit 
more permanency as the owners try 
to create a bar with a bit more creative 
sustainability. 

Finding Over Proof requires going 
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up to the second floor from its Mission 
bar, ABV. Step behind a door of light 
wood panels, and you'll find a cozy 
set-up nestled in the upstairs space, 
with funky black-and-gold wallpaper 
and shelves stocked with rare spirits. 
There’s a bar that seats about four, 

and the whole space intends to just 
seat 18. To eat or drink at Over Proof, 
you can’t just walk in. You'll have to 
make a reservation at their website in 
advance. 

One of the things that Fitzgerald 
believes sets Over Proof apart from 
your typical upscale San Francisco 
bar is its price. “We’re doing our 
best to make it a really value driven 
experience,” Fitzgerald says. That’s 
something that won't be readily 
apparent when glancing at the menu, 
with shared plates averaging nearly 
$16 and caviar tasting ranging 
from $25 to $75. But for an upscale

restaurant with full service, Fitzgerald 
believes that this is definitely your 
money’s worth. 

“We're not going to try to tell you 
it’s inexpensive,’ Fitzgerald says. “But 
it is a really good value.” 

Take a look at the caviar, for 
example, a tiny dish that can easily 
price for hundreds of dollars elsewhere. 
“The caviar is going to be the cheapest 
in the city,” Fitzgerald claims. Over 
Proof serves its caviar in a classic 
fashion, with mother-of-pearl spoons, 
créme fraiche, and salty potato chips 
— a combination that someone told 
me reminded her of “sour cream and 
onion chips.” Would you get the same 
satisfaction with a $4 family-sized bag 
of Lay’s? It depends on what you're 
looking for. For those interested in 
(and who are lucky enough to be able 
to afford) the fine-dining experience, 
Over Proof is a value-driven option 





that still prioritizes quality. 

That’s something that shows 
through in its cocktails as well. 
Previous iterations of Over Proof 
focused on a single spirit, but this 
next generation of Over Proof has an 
incredible amount of options. If you're 
feeling a bit indecisive, its tasting 
menu — priced at $40 for three drinks 
and $75 for six — is a good way to go. 
They re definitely drinks that you'll 
have fun with, because cocktail genius 
Marcovaldo Dionysos definitely did. 

“When we let him, he definitely 
lets the conceptual cocktail go crazy,” 
Fitzgerald says, pointing to the Sauna 
Cocktail as an example. The Sauna 
Cocktail is served on a wooden tray 
steaming with dry ice — an enigmatic 
look under Over Proof’s candlelights. 
It has whiskey and pu’er syrup, and is 
“kind of a version of a shower beer,” 
Fitzgerald adds. “This is more like an 
Old Fashioned in the sauna.” 

You won't get the Sauna Cocktail 
if you order the three-drink tasting 
menu, but you will get the Navy 
Strength Fruit Cup, a spin on a Pimm’s 
cup that involves pressing apple slices 
and mint leaves with gin, lime, and 
ginger for an incredible balance of 
sweetness and fragrance and fruit. Its 
freshness mirrors the chili pepper rock 
cod crudo, a shared plate off its food 
menu that combines bright bites of 
persimmon with kohlrabi and citrusy 
cod for another stand-out item. 

In Over Proof’s newest, value- 
oriented version, the owners tried hard 
to make “super baller cocktails” that 
would normally price at $30 with its 
rare spirits a bit more affordable. While 
the bar might not be what comes to 
mind when looking for cheap eats, 
as far as upscale dining or drinking 
experiences in San Francisco go, it’s 
smartly curated.

Unclear World

Mikal Cronin’s latest album, The 
Seeker, is the most assertive effort of 
the talented multi-instrumentalist’s 
career. From the thematic lyrical arc to 
the cleaned-up vocal mix to the restless 
and ambitious sonic landscape, the 
scope of the record is pretty clear — 
Cronin is certain about his uncertain 
nature. 

“Tm not a super stoic guy — it’s 
natural for me to write about how 
I’m trying to navigate through my 
emotional life,” says Cronin, who 
will play Thursday night at the 
Independent. “And for this record I 
wanted my voice to be really clean, 
really up front. I had this idea of 
making the narrator for the album to 
sound confident in his unclarity of the 
world.” 

The result is a stunning 
combination of breezy Laurel 
Canyon rock, stirring ballads of pure 
Americana, and propulsive garage 
pop nuggets. It’s a return to form for 
Cronin after a four-year break between 
albums. The Seeker is further proof that 
while Cronin may have been groomed 
among acerbic punk contemporaries 
such as John Dwyer and Ty Segall, 
when it comes to creating melodic, 
weighty rock songs, he has no equal.

Normally prolific, Cronin struggled 
to finish his fourth album, enduring 
bouts of writer’s block, a painful 
breakup and a grueling touring 
schedule with Segall (a songwriter 
whose production knows no bounds) 
during his hiatus. 

Eventually he retired to the hills of 
Idyllwild, California to clear his mind 
and devote himself wholly to creating 
his new album. That noble endeavor 
ran into troubles too, as Cronin was 
forced to evacuate near the end of his 
session due to wildfires in the area. 
He narrowly escaped the inferno, 
absconding with his makeshift studio 
and cat Ernie while the flames moved 
in on his rented cabin. 

Cronin described his time in 
the Southern California mountains 
as somewhat beneficial though — 
while he didn’t flourish creatively 
as he would have liked, some of the 
phenomena in the area coincided with 
his own ruminative thoughts. 

“It was quite the experience, because 
I was writing and thinking of fire a 
lot,” says Cronin. “The rebirth and 
natural process of a forest fire is a 
really appropriate metaphor for life 
— how we are constantly rebuilding 
ourselves.” 

Some of those harrowing 
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encounters are described literally 

in The Seeker — in the song “Fire,” 
Cronin sings about witnessing flames 
coming up the hills. But mostly, the 
album is reflective of the disorder and 
insecurity that occurs when we are 
forced to move on — to put the past 
behind and embrace an undefined 
future. 

In delving into such a precarious 
topic, Cronin avails himself 
emotionally in ways uncommon even 
for himself — no small achievement 
for a songwriter unafraid to detail his 
sensitivity. On “Guardian Well” — a 
billowing California rock track that 
ebbs and flows in ways that recall the 
mountains in which it was written — 
Cronin reaches for the highest possible 
notes, screaming out that “I don’t 
know how/I can see this world through 
eyes like yours.” His voice cracks, rips, 
and tears on tracks like “Fire” and 
“Show Me,” and on “Feel It All,” he 
pours himself into every lyric, leaving 
rivers of sentiment seeping through 
the microphone. 

“T tried to find the key that pushed 
my voice to make it sound interested 
and affected in that way,’ says Cronin. 
“T can get self-conscious about my 
voice, but I thought it was important 
to kind of tap my limits here.” 


Cronin Finds Clarity in an 


In general, there seems to be 
something bigger and grander about 
The Seeker, the first album of Cronin’s 
career to have an official title and 
not a roman numeral style moniker. 
The extended break, the creative and 
personal difficulties, the witnessing 
of scorched landscapes — all those 
travails ultimately contributed to an 
album wholly separate from his prior 
discography. 

“It’s a very different record than 
the first three,” says Cronin. “I named 
those all Led Zeppelin style, because 
it was like they all went together — I 
was just rolling on the same wave of 
inspiration. Having this break, I really 
approached this album differently.” 
Ideally, this album will bring new 
recognition for Cronin, a perpetually 
underrated musician who has 
consistently lived in the shadows of 
Dwyer, Segall, and other artists who 
formerly lived in San Francisco and 
made this city the temporary home 
for America’s preeminent garage rock 
scene (a term they would consider 
disdainful, nonetheless). 

Yet, fame and notoriety are two 
elements that register little in the 
world of Cronin, who now lives in 
Los Angeles (although he said San 
Francisco is still his favorite city 
in the world, and under the right 
circumstances, he mentioned he would 
be more than willing to move back). 
While Cronin continues to wage battles 
with life’s daily demons, the pursuit of 
more exposure is unlikely to be a part 
of that arena. 

Instead, he’ll continue to make 
honest, vulnerable music — trying to 
find a foothold in a world where the 
terrain is always rocky and debris- 
laden. 

“Tm a sensitive guy — I struggle 
with depression and anxiety,’ says 
Cronin. “That’s why I’ve always 
appreciated music that’s candid. It 
feels natural for me to write about 
these things in a direct way, and I hope 
people recognize and appreciate that.”
